REPORT  OF  THE  00MITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT  TO  THE  SUBSCRIBERS. 


'OUR  Committee,  in  presenting  this,  their  91st  Annual  Report, 
fa  desire  to  express  their  warmest  thanks  to  the  Subscribers, 

L  P.Iowttt  Mimstprs  and  nthprs  who  havfi  so  apnprrmaUr  nr.n.

JL.  Clergy,  Ministers  and  others,  who  have. so  generously  con¬ 
tinued  their  support  during  the  ;past  year. 

Last  year  we  had  regretfully  to  report  that  our  income  had 
fallen  off  and  that  we  were  nearly  £150  below  our  previous  year’s 
figures.  It  now  gives  us  very  great  pleasure  to  state  that  during  the 
past  twelve  months  our  ordinary  income  is  over  £200  over  and  above 
that  for  the  previous  year,  and  our  expenditure  has  increased  by  £28 
only.  The  net  result  of  this  is  that  whilst  we  began  the  year  with  a 
deficit  of  £164,  we  have?been  enabled  to  reduce  this  to  £72  only.  For 
this  improvement  in  .our  financial  position  our  grateful  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Friendly  Societies’  Hospital  Parade  Committee  and  others 
who  have  contributed  so  largely  to  this  healthier  state  of  affairs. 
Perhaps  especial  mention  ..may  he  made  of  the  Weymouth  Hospital 
Collecting  Committee,  the  Dorset  Constabulary  Athletic  Club,  the 
Dorchester  Friendly  Societies’.  Hospital  Committee,  and  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Rotary  Club. 

A  new  source  of  income  was  organised  last  year  by  our  good 
friend  Mr.  A.  G.  England,  who  started  a  collection  of  Tin  and  Lead 
Foil  in  order  to  help  our  funds.  He  has  already  sent  about  4  cwt. 
to  the  Smelters,  realising  over  £11,  and  is  shortly  sending  off  another 
consignment.  Our  best  thanks,  are  due.  to  him  and  to  the  large  number 
of  people  who  have  taken  the  trouble  to  collect  and  send  in  the  tin  foil. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  present 
building  does  not  conform  to  modern  requirements,  and  they  have 
gone  very  carefully  into  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  they  now 
recommend  that  the  present  building  be  so  altered  and  added  to  as  to 
increase  very  considerably  the  utility  of  the  institution.  They  have 
secured  the  advice  and  assistance  of  an  expert  in  hospital  construction 
and  planning,  and  he  has  prepared  a  scheme  which  your  Committee 
unanimously  recommend  for  your  approval  and  adoption.  It  is 
anticipated  that  a  sum  of  no  less  than  £4,500  will  be  required  to  carry 
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the  scheme  through,  and  the  Committee  hope  that  the  many  ..friends 
and  supporters  of  the  InfirmaTy,  both  in  ibis  and  the  neighbouring 
counties,  will  make  a  great  effort  to  secure  the  necessary  funds. 

No  legacies  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Medical 
Staff  for  the  valuable  services  they  have  so  freely  and  willingly  rendered 
to  the  patients  at  all  times. 

They  also  desire  to  thank  the  Chaplain  and  liis  Assistants  for 
their  appreciated  ministrations.  And  they  would  thank  all  those 
kind  friends  who  devote  so  much  time  to  visiting  the  inmates,  and 
who  send  gifts  of  flowers,  fruit,  vegetables,  books,  &c.,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  patients. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  wish  to  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  work  so  satisfactorily  done  by  the  Matron  and  Staff.

The  number  of  Patients  attending  this  year  shews  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  year,  both  in  Out-Patients  and  in  the  Patients 
admitted  to  the  wards.  The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
Out-Patients  shews  that  the  utility  of  an  Institution  of  this  kind  is 
well  recognised  ;  it  also  proves  that  the  general  public  are  realising 
the  necessity  for  routine  examination  of  their  eyes. 

During  the  past  year,  under  the  agreement  with  the  local  Educa¬ 
tion  Authority,  119  School  Children  attended  for  refraction. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  operations  performed  is  chiefly 
due  to  nursing  and  domestic  difficulties.  During  the  last  year  several 
changes  in  the  staff  have  been  made  and,  owing  to  difficulty  in  obtaining 
suitable  assistance,  the  Hospital  has  at  times  been  understaffed. 

Out-Patients  are  still  attending  without  Subscribers  Tickets, 
and  during  the  past  year  about  fifty  Patients  have  been  seen  without 
recommendation.  This  is  impossible  to  check  completely,  as  patients 
in  urgent  need  of  attention  cannot  be  refused,  while  those  coming 
from  a  distance  cannot  be  turned  away.  On  the  whole  there  is  a 
tendency  to  an  increase  of  this  practice. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  for  their  support  and  to  Dr.  Morrice  for  his  help  with  anaesthetics 
and  his  relief  when  I  am  away. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Matron 
and  her  Staff  for  their  loyal  help  and  co-operation.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


1. - — -The  Infirmary  is  supported  by  Benefactions,  Legacies,  and  Annual 
Subscriptions. 

2.  — -The  Governors  of  the  Institution  are  Benefactors  of  Ten  Pounds, 
Annual  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea,  Clergymen,  Ministers,  and  others  who 
shall  collect  a  sum  not  being  less  than  £2  2s.,  and  the  Representative  of  the 
members  of  any  Recognised  Society,  Club,  or  Body  of  Employees,  who  shall 
collect  amongst  themselves  a  sum  of  not  less  than  £2  2s.,  and  the  Medical  Officers. 
The  qualifying  Subscription  to  the  Funds  of  the  Institution  is  payable  in 
advance  in  the  first  week  in  July,  and  no-one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any 
Meeting  who  has  not  been  Six  Months  a  Governor. 

3.  — A  General  Meeting  of  Governors  is  held  on  the  last  Monday  in  July 
in  each  year,  at  Three  o’clock,  to  receive  the  Annual  Medical  Report  and  the 
Treasurer’s  Statement  of  Accounts  to  the  previous  30th  June  ;  to  elect  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  for  the  ensuing  year  from  among  the  Governors,  also 
a  Treasurer  and  Auditor  ;  and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  may  be 
necessary.  The  Secretary  shall,  at  any  time,  on  giving  ten  day’s  notice, 
convene  a  General  Meeting  by  direction  of  the  Committee  or  any  Ten  Governors. 
Seven  Governors  to  form  a  quorum. 

4.  — The  Committee  of  Management  meet  Quarterly,  on  the  third  Thursday 
in  January,  April,  and  October,  and  on  the  last  Monday  in  July  in  every 
year,  to  regulate  the  affairs  of  the  Infirmary,  and  to  receive  the  Treasurer’s 
Statement  of  Accounts.  Five  members  to  form  a  quorum.  The  intermediate 
business  is  conducted  by  a  House  Committee,  consisting  of  Three  Members  of 
the  Committee  of  Management,  and  appointed  by  that  Committee.  The  House 
Committee  meet  monthly  for  examination  of  accounts  and  for  necessary 
business,  and  report  to  the  Committee  of  Management  at  the  Quarterly 
Meetings.  The  Secretary  shall,  at  any  time,  convene  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  by  direction  of  the  President,  the  House  Committee,  Treasurer,  Surgeons, 
or  any  Five  of  its  Members. 

5.  — -The  Medical  Officers  are  elected  by  a  majority  of  a  General  Meeting  of 
Governors  called  for  that  purpose. 

6.  — Previous  to  the  election  of  any  Medical  Officer,  or  of  the  Secretary,  at 
least  Ten  Days’  Notice  shall  be  given  in  two  or  more  County  Newspapers. 

7.  — The  Patients  are  divided  into  two  classes — Out  Patients,  who  are 
entitled  to  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Surgeons,  and  are  provided  with 
medicine  gratuitously  ;  In-Patients,  who  are  received  into  the  Infirmary  and 
maintained  free  of  expense. 

8.  — Patients  are  admitted  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  Ten  a.m.,  producing 
an  official  recommendation  from  a  Subscriber,  or  from  the  Minister  of  the 
Subscribing  Parish  in  which  they  reside,  of  their  being  proper  objects  of  the 
Charity.  Emergencies  are  seen  at  any  time. 

9.  — Persons  whose  cases  require  particular  care,  or  operations  for  their 
cure,  are  received  as  In-Patients,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Surgeons 
and  the  priority  of  application.  No  In-Patients  can  be  admitted  who  are  not 
provided  with  the  necessary  clothes,  or  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
are  able  to  pay  for  their  support  during  the.  time  necessary  for  their  treatment. 

10.  — -The  Surgeons  attend  the  Out-Patients  at  the  Infirmary  on  Tuesdays 
and  Fridays  ;  and  visit  the  In-Patients  daily,  or  as  often  as  appears  to  them 
necessary.  They  submit  to  the  Annual  Meeting  a  Report  stating  the  number 
of  Patients  admitted  during  the  year,  the  number  discharged  with  results,  the 
number  remaining  on  the  books. 

11. - — The  Secretary  (who  is  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting,  with  a  Salary), 
collects  subscriptions  ;  examines  the  House  Accounts  monthly,  and  submits 
them  to  the  House  Committee  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  or  such  other 
days  as  they  may  appoint  ;  issues  notices  of  all  meetings  ;  attends  and  keeps 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  ;  submits  to  the  Quarterly  and  Annual  Meetings  a 
list  of  new  Subscriptions,  Benefactions,  and  Legacies,  the  Disbursements,  and 
the  State  and  Balance  of  the  Accounts. 

12.  — The  Matron  is  appointed  and  discharged  by  the  Committee.  Nurses 
are  appointed  and  discharged  by  the  Matron,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Committee.  The  Nursing  Staff  are  under  the  control  of  the  Surgeons  as  far 
as  regards  the  treatment  of  Patients. 

13.  — -These  Rules  can  only  be  altered  by  a  majority  of  a  General  Meeting 
of  Governors,  at  which  not  less  than  seven  are  present,  and  after  due  notice  of 
ten  days  of  such  intended  alteration  in  two  County  Newspapers.
